will  probably  present  detailed 
arguments  at  the  forum. 

Studentbody  President  Wid 
Tingey,  who  favors  the  amend- 
ments, recently  urged  IOC  to 
utilize  its  power  as  a pressure 
group  to  elect  legislators,  ra- 
ther than  to  block  passage  of 
the  “progressive  amendments.” 
HE  ADDED  that  he  intended 
to  be  present  at  the  forum,  and 
hinted  that  he  would  have  a lot 
to  say. 

Several  opponents  of-  the 
amendments  Wednesday  expres- 
sed confidence  that  their  cam- 
paign for  defeating  the  amend- 
ments would  be  successful. 

IOC,  in  a letter  to  all  campus 
organization  presidents,  urged 
them  to  encourage  their  mem- 
bers to  vote  against  the  propos- 
als and  “in  do  so  provide  your 
group  with  a direct  representa- 
tive.” 

The  proposed  amendments 
would  necessitate  a reorganiza- 
tion of  Legislative  Council.  If 
enacted,  the  amendments  would 
provide  that  all  members  of  the 
legislative  group  be  elected  ei- 
ther by  a class,  by  the  entire  stu- 
dentbody,  by  Associated  Women 
Students,  or  by  Associated  Men 
Students. 

Scheduled  for  3:30  p.m.  Fri- 
day, the  forum  will  be  held  in 
room  260,  Eyring  Science  Cen- 
ter. Any  student  may  attend  the 
forum  and  participate  in  the  dis- 
cussion. 

It  was  reported  that  Elections 
Committee  would  “probably 
take  steps  to  insure  that  pres- 
sure on  the  electorate  is  not  ap- 
plied at  the  polls  by  either  side.”

If  the  athletic  directors  accept 
the  plan  it  would  be  given  to 
faculty  representatives  for  their 
consideration  before  the  circuit’s 
weeklong  conference  ends.  Be- 
fore it  could  be  effective,  how- 
ever, the  plan  would  have  to  be 
approved  by  the  Skyline  Coun- 
cil of  Presidents.

Un- 
der present  rules  a school  may 
house  and  feed  its  athletes  dur- 
ing the  quarter  in  which  they 
are  in  active  sports  competition. 
But  during  other  quarters  the 
athletes  must  work  for  their 
board  and  room. 

Under  the  proposed  new  plan 
a school  could  provide  year- 
around  board  and  room,  along 
with  tuition  and  fees,  to  the  ath- 
letes.

Brigham  Young  Universe

In  a letter  dated  Dec.  5,  the  group  presidents 
of  the  departments  of  the  Inter-Organizational 
Council  (who  are  now  the  Legislative  Council 
representatives  from  IOC)  asked  their  organi- 
zations to  vote  against  the  proposed  constitu- 
tional amendments. 

Their  first  point  in  the  eight-point  attack  on 
the  proposals  was  that  “It  leaves  the  Inter-Or- 
ganization Council  the  only  student  govern- 
ment group  to  be  left  without  representation 
to  the  senate.” 


also  be  known  that  Nancy  Briggs,  chairman 
of  the  constitution  committee,  made-  a pro- 
gress report  to  Legislative  Council  in  its  meet- 
ing just  previous  to  the  meeting  at  which  the 
proposals  were  enacted.  Legislators  were  asked 
to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  .constitutional 
committee,  and  Wid  Tingey,  studentbody  pres- 
ident, stressed  that  anyone  else  was  invited. 


IOC  representatives  were  conspicuous  for 
their  absence. 


Logical  Representation 
This  argument  depends  upon  just  what  con- 
stitutes student  government.  If  this  group  of 
students  deserves  direct  represntation  in  the 
proposed  Senate,  is  it  not  logical  to  assume 
that  the  group  of  students  which  is. unaffiliated 
with  any  campus  organization  also  deserves 
direct  representation? 

The  proposed  Senate  would  be  composed  of 
officers  from  each  of  the  classes  (factional  rep- 
resentation to  be  sure)  and  three  other  officers 
elected  by  either  the  entire  studentbody  or  all 
of  the  men  or  women  students  which  compose 
that  studentbody. 

IOC  members  would  receive  just  as  much 
.representation  in  the  Senate  as  would  any 
other  member  of  the  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity studentbody — which  is  both  reasonable 
and  just. 

IOC’s  other  points  were: 

“2.  The  IOC  has  approximately  4200  mem- 
bers whose  organizations  need  direct  represen- 
tation to  handle  business  with  the  studentbody 
government.” 


“5.  Organization  and  wording  could  be 
much  better.” 

Such  a general  statement  conveys  little 
meaning  to  anyone,  but  it  should  be  realized 
by  IOC  that  any  document,  including  its  letter 
that  is  under  fire  in  this  editorial,  is  fair  game 
for  attack  from  any  quarter,  and  that  the  man 
on  the  street's  opinion  is  logically  as  valid  as 
the  king  on  the  throne’s. 

“6.  There  were  only  16  members  present 
when  the  vote  was  taken.”

Legislative  Council  meetings  are  now  open 
meetings,  and  it  is  not  expected  that  Senate 
meetings  would  be  otherwise.  Any  visitors  to 
the  meetings  always  have  been  welcome  to 
make  their  wishes  known.

The  entire  Freshman  class  delegation 
was  present,  but  could  not  vote  because  of 
none  of  its  Legislative  Council  members  had 
taken  the  oath  of  office.

What  IOC  is  attempting  to  do  is  a healthy 
sign  for  student  politics  at  this  university.  Cer- 
tainly that  organization  should  have  the  right 
to  express  ideas  contrary  to  those  of  their  stu- 
dent government,  but  certainly  those  ideas 
should  be  factual.

“3.  The  group-  felt  that  the  amendments 
had  been  “railroaded  through”  at  a time  when 
little  oppostition  could  be  given  at  the  end  of 
the  quarter.  More  time  and  study  are  needed.” 

If  those  amendments  were  “railroaded 
through,”  then  it  took  years  of  student  poli- 
tical thinking  to  do  'So.  Last  year  similar 
amendments  were  put  to  the  studentbody  for 
a vote,  but  the  election  was  so  hastily  planned 
that  a large  enough  percentage  of  voters  for 
passage  of  the  amendments  went  to  the  polls. 
The  constitution  requires  that  at  least  50  per 
cent  of  the  studentbody  vote  for  the  passage 
of  amendments. 

“4.  The  amendment  proposals  were  passed 
the  same  night  that  the  constitutional  com- 
mittee presented  it  to  the  Legislative  Council. 
Time  should  have  been  given  before  the  de- 
cision was  made.” 


Widely  Known 

It  is  widely  known  that  few,,  if  any,  other 
constitutional  amendments  have  been  present- 
ed to  Legislative  Council  otherwise.  It  should 


by  the  means  of  campaign  speeches,  etc.,  in- 
stead of  mere  posters,  more  emphasis  would 
be  placed  on  casting  an  intelligent  vote. 

Tingey’s  idea  in  bringing  the  amendments 
to  a studentbody  vote  to  form  a group  which 
would  illustrate  the  workability  or  unworka- 
bility of  a Senate  for  a set  of  future  amend- 
ments of  the  entire  studentbody  constitution 
djiring  general  studentbody  elections  during 
the  spring.

Three  years  ago,  student  lead- 
ers of  the  Brigham  . Young  Uni- 
versity commenced  revisions  of 
the  Associated  Students’  consti- 
tution which  were  to  lead  to  a 
more  workable  document  and 
better  student  government.  At 
that  time,  and  during  each  fol- 
lowing year,  those  efforts  were 
bogged  down  by  interests  which 
felt  that  either  their  personal 
prestige  or  power  would  suffer 
by  the  revisions.

Brigham  Young  Universe 


Eight  New  Apartment  Buildings 
Near  Done,  576  Units  Readied 


Eight  new  Heritage  Halls  for 
coeds  attending  Brigham  Young 
University  are  nearing  comple- 
tion. It  is  hoped  that  two  of  the 
buildings  will  be  ready  for  oc- 
cupancy beginning  winter  quar- 
ter, reported  Ben  Lewis,  direc- 
tor of  auxiliary  services.  The 
six  other  halls  will  be  completed 
during  the  summer  months  and 
will  be  ready  for  use  at  the  be- 
ginning of  school  next  fall. 

Girls  living  in  the  new  build- 
ings will  enjoy  an  enlarged 
kitchen  area,  an  outside  sun- 
deck,  and  a music  practice  room 
which  are  not  available  to  those 
living  in  the  current  units.  These 
new  buildings  will  house  72  in 
comparison  to  60  in  the  other 
halls  and  will  have  a head  resi- 
dent apartment  in  each  building 
instead  of  every  other  building. 


Altogether  this  project  will 
accommodate  576  girls.  Lewis 
stated  that,  although  this  will 
greatly  alleviate  the  housing 
problem,  there  will  still  be  a 
shortage. 


The  ground  breaking  date  for 
the  proposed  men’s  dormitory 
has  not  been  definitely  an- 
nounced, but  its  release  will 
come  in  the  near  future,  accord- 
ing to  Lewis.
